—““The Soapegoat” is the title of a story of
English “‘high life" at the present day which
has just been published by J. B. Lippincott
& Co. The author, who wrote und:r the
nem de plume of *‘Leo,” was Lieutenant-Colo-
mel Pemberton, of the British army, who was
killed at Sedan, while acting as a correspon.
dent of the London TVmes, and the story be-
fore us presenis many evidenoes of being a
record of things that have passed nnder his
ewn observation. A reviewerin Lippincotl's
Magozine makes a very just comparison be-
tween it and “‘Oamors,” for while it is not a
polished work of art like that novel, it is
mearly if not gquite as valnable as a picture of

pociety. The difference between
ghe French and the English social
syatems  is decidedly marked in

Bhese two works, for while each treats of the
vices and temptations of modern society,
$here is no such atmosphere of vice in ** The
Beapegoat” as there is in ““‘Camors,” and it is
» book that can be mmuech more judiciously
entrusted to the perusal of inexperjenced
weaders. “‘ Lionel Duvenport” falls from
wirtue and is punished for his sins, but he is
mot inherently vicious, but on the contrary is
smaan whose aspirations are virtuons,
who is too weak to resist temptation, while
¢i0amors” is one who has been trained in a
gchool of vice from his infancy, and is living
in a society that offers few if any inducements
20 virtue. ‘‘Lionel Davenport’ has his
titisons, but he does not meditate an attack
apon the virtue of every attractive female he
meets, as does “‘Camors,” and we are conse-
quently spared some of the objectionable fea-
tures of the French novel.

“‘The Seapegoat” has many erndities, but
it is a story of indisputable interest and
anerit. There is, of course, the horse racing,
fox hunting, and dinner eating that are in-
separable from English novels of this class;
but there are also many things of more inte-
rest, and while the plot is not very clearly
defined some of the situations are highly dra-
matic, and the story makes an exhibit of
aristocratic London society that is in a high
degree edifying. In this connection we can-
mot omit to notice the tendency towards
snobbery that characterizes even the works
of the most cultivated British writers,
Octave Feuillet does not presume to doubt
that the reader will accept ‘‘Camors” as a
yolished gentleman, in all ontward respecta
at least; but the Englishman thinks it neces-
sary, after relating some disgnsting trait of
blackguardism in one of his characters,
to anxiously insist that he is never-
theless a bigh-toned English gentle-
man, evincing a sensitiveness upon
the subject that the French anthor
would be the last to understand. The fact of
Englishmen of high soocial position insisting
as they do upon gentility is a proof that
there is a thick stratum of intense valgarity
running through their whole social system
that they are uneasily conscious of, aud that
the Englishmen, no matter how high their
social status may be, or how great their cul-
ture, are snobs by nature and instinot,

them with an axe, hatchet, and br{ck died Inst
evening at 8435 0 ‘clock in the jail of this counnty,
where he wns awalting a second trial for
murder.

The officere of the jall did all they could to
make him comfortable, giving him almost un-
limited privilezes, and assigning two men they
conld trust to see to his wants, He had been
allowed the range of the yard almost all day
that he might bave air, and delicacies were
fixed up to tempt him to eat, but for a week
past he refused almost evar}'thlng in the shape
of eatables, Yesterday it was discovered that
he was einking rapidly, and he was taken to the
hoepital department, in which he said he would
die. Drs. Young and McWilliams (the latter
from Bouth Washlugton) vicited him and were
with him almost constautly until his death,
which tock place as above stated, In the pre-
sence of General Crocker, Dr. Young, and other
officers of the jail. He dled very easily, and
just previons, when Dr. Young attempted to
persuade him to take some etimulant, telling him
that he would die if he did not, he answerad,
“It will be well if I do.”

Deceased was about forty years of age, nearly
six feet In helght, and appeared quite emaciated,
with sunken eyes, and of very dark skin. The
autopsy was made by Dr. J. F, Hartigan, as-
sisted by Dr. Noble'Y ‘oun {all physician, J.
W. Van Arpum and . % Thompson. On a
lhormurh enmlnumn of the bratn all the doc-
tors present came to the conclusion that the
cause of denth waa passive congestion of the
brain, the result of extreme nervous exhaustion
consequent upon willful abstinencejirom food.
